) LONDON, May 7.—(CP)—The war against Germany, the greatest conflict in his- 
tory, ended today with the unconditional surrender of the Wehrmacht and the govern- 
ment announced tomorrow will be celebrated as V-E Day. 

The surrender to the Western Allies and Russia was made at Gen. Eisenhower's 
headquarters at Reims, France, by the German high command.

After a montage of various views 
of Canada, including the Peace 
tower of the Parliament Buildings, 
the story begins with Mr, Bracken's 
speech of acceptance at the Port 
Hope Progressive Conservative 
convention where he was nomin- 
ated as national leader. Various 
views of Mr. Bracken's features and 
expressions are shown in close ups 
as he declaimed to the multitude 
with accompanying extracts from 
his speech on the sound track 

There ts a flash back then to 
Mr. Bracken walking across an oat 
field to his old home and birthplace 
in Ontario, inspecting the weather 
beaten house and barns. Thence 
the film follows the Progressive 
Conservative leader in his journey 
across Canadas. He is shown help- 
ing load cans at a dairy, shak- 
ing hands with and helping farm- 
ers pitch hay, and descending into 
a coal mine 

Thereafter getting properly 
smudged, Mr. Bracken shares 
lunch out of a tin box with the 
miners, he is also shown deposit- 
ing a wreath on the grave of Sir 
John A. Macdonald at exercises 
in remembrance of that party 
founder, flashes, too, are given of 
Mr. Bracken visiting the Cana- 
dian soldiers in Italy in hospitals 
and at the front and inspecting a 
war map with General Crerar. 


Objective of the film is to make 
Mr. Bracken known to the taithful 
who have not had an opportuni 
to meet him personall; also to 
show that he knows al) about Can- 
ada, her industries and her work- 
ers

SAN FRANCISCO. — The invita 
tion of Argentina to the world cca- 
ference by open vote was a victory 
of the democratic process.

It will be argued that Argentina 
has as much right to sit down here
